| anon hebreathed forth ſuch gricuous ſighes,as he ſeemed 


intreat him againe to declare vnto him the cauſe of his 
{ eriefe. And it ſeemes none other , but thart the very 
Diuell himſelfe did call to his memorie, Hiſtories ac- 
commodated to his ſucceſſes, For in that -inſtant, 
wholly forgetting Valdowines , hee remembred the 
Moore eAbindaraez then, when the Conſtable of 
eAntequers Redericke Narucez had taken him , and

Maldonado, The author 
of that worke is likewiſe my great friend,replicd the Par- 
ſon;and his lines pronounced by himſelfe doe aduiſe nn 
hearers,and ſuch-is the ſweetneſle of his voyce when hee 
fings them,as it doth inchant the care. He is ſomewhat 
prolix in his Eglogwes,but that which is good, is neuer ſu- 
perfiuous :let him be kept among che choyſeli. But what 
booke is that, which lies next vnto him? Thbe Galatea of 
AMechel Cernantes quoth the Barber, That Cerwantes, ſaid 
the Curate is mine olde acquaintance this many a yearc: |. 
And I know he is more praQtiſed in misfortunes then in 
verſes, His booke bath ſome good inuention in it , hee 
intends and propounds ſomwhat, but concludes nothing: 
there- 
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therefore we muſt expect the ſecond part , which he hath 
promiſed, perhaps his amendement may obrtaine him a 


® generall remiſſion, which vntill now is denied him; and 


whiiſt we expeR the ſight of his ſecon1 worke, keep this 
| part cloſely impriſoned in your lodging. I am very well 
content to doe fo good goflip, ſaid the Barber, and here 
| there come three together, The Auracana of Don Alonſo 
de Ercilla, The Anftriada of Tohn Reff2 , one of the Magi- 


' | firates of Cordona,and The Monſerrato of Chriftopher de 


Virnes a V alentianPoct, All theſe three baokes , quorh 
the Curate are the beſt that are written: in heroica!l verſe 
| in the CaStiliar tongue,and may compare with the moſt 
| famous of /ta/y. Reſerue them as the richeſt pawnes thar 
| Spaine enioyethof Poetry, The Curate with this grew 
wearie to ſee ſo many bookes,and ſo hee would haue all 
the reſi burned at a!l aduentures. Burt the Barber ere the 
ſentence was giuen, had opened by chance one intituled 
The Teares of Angehea. 1 would have ſhed thoſe teares 
my ſelfe, ſaid the Curate , if I bad wittingly cauſed ſucha 
booke to be burned ; for the amthour thereof was one of 
the moſt famous Poets of the world, rot onely of Spaine: 
and was molt happy in.the tranſ[ation of certaine fables 
of Onid, 
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Of the ſecond departure which our good Knight Don- 
Quixote made from hi houſe to ſecke 1duentures. 
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P Hile they were thus buſicd, Don- Qnixore 
9 began to crie aloude, ſaying, Heere heere 


you ſhew the force of your valiant armes; 
>@d forthe Courticrs begin to bearc away 
ofrhe Tourney, The folke repayring to this ru- 
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mour and noyſe,was an occaſion, that any farther ſpeech | 

ard viſitation of the bookes was omitted, and theretore it | 
is to be ſuſpcRed , that TheCarolea and Lion of Spame, 
with the a&es of the Emp-rour Charles the fift , written 
by Don Luis de Amils were burned , without being ever 
ſcene or heard;and perhaps 1f the Curate had ſeene them, 
they ſhould not haue paſt vnder ſo rigorous a ſentence, 
When they all arrined to Dor Dnixote his chamber , he 
was riſen already out of his bedde , and continued fjil 
his out-cries,cutting and ſlaſhing on euery fide, being as 
' broadly awake,asif he never had ſlept, Whetfore taking 
him in their armes,they returned him by maine force in- 
to his bedde,and after he was ſomewhat quiet and ſetled, 
he ſajd,turning himſelfe to the Curate, In geod ſooth 
L. Archbiſhop T xrpin,it is a great diſhonor to vs that are 
called the twelue Peeres, to permit the Knights of the 
Court to beare thus away the glory of theTournay with- 
out more adoe ; ſeeing that wethe aduenturers haue gai- 
ned the prize thereof the three formoſi dayes. Hold your 
peace good goffip,quoth the Curate , for fortune may be 
pleaſed to change the ſuccefle, and what is loft to day, 
may be wonne againe to morrow : Looke you to your 
healch for the preſent , for you ſeeme ar leaft to be very 
much tyred,if beſides you be net fore wounded, Woun- 
ded,no,quoth Den- Quixote, but doubrlefſe I ani ſome- 
what bruiſed : for that baſtard Dor Rowland hath beaten 
| me to pouder with the ſtocke of an Oake-tree,and all for 
enuy,becauſe he ſees that I onely dare oppoſe my ſelfe to 
his valoyr : butler me be neuer againe called Raynold of 
Montealban,ifhe pay not deerely for it,as ſoone as I riſe 
from this bedde in deſpite of all his inchantment, Bur] 
pray you call for my breakefaſ}, for I know it will doe me 
much good, and leaue the reuenge of this wrong to my 
charge. Preſzntly meat was brought, and after he had 
eaten he fell a ſleepe, and they remained aftoniſhed at his 
wonderfull madnefle. TR the od woman burned | 
all, 
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ail the bookes that ſhe found ih the houſe and yard, and 
ſome there were burned as that deſerued for their wor- 


fertunes and the lazineſle of the viſiters had permitted 
it, And ſothe prouerbe was verified in them , That the 
luſt pay es ſometimes for Sinners, One of the remedics 
which the Curate and Barber preſcribed for that preſent, 
to help their friends diſeaſe, was, that they ſhould change 
his chamber, and damme vp his ſtudy, to the end that 
when he aroſe,he might not finde them : for perhaps by 
remouing the cauſe,they mightalſo take awaythe effects:

ranne in for the Inkeepers Couerlet, and caſting him in- 
to it, they looked vp and ſceing the Houſe was ſome- 
what too low for their intended buſinefle , they deter- 
mined to goe intothe baſe Court, which was ouer head 
onelyimitted by heauen, and then Sancho being laide 
inthe midſt of the Blanket , they began to tofſe him a- 
loft and fport themſelues with him, in the maner they 
were wont to vic Dogges at Shrouertide, The out-cries 
of the miſerable betofled Squire were ſo manyand ſo 
lowde, as they arrived at laft to his Lords hearing, who 
fanding a while to liften attentiuely what.it was, belie- 
ved that ſome new aduenture did approach , yntill hee 
perceived atlaſt rhat bee which cried was his Squire, 


{ well of him. The Inkeeper grew wroth at theſe words | 
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wherefore turning the Raignes, hee made towards the | 
Inne-with aleathiome galloppe, and finding ir ſhut, he

ſpecially if the prays 06 rages ſo:chaft) ro gee brave 
and gorgeoufiy-ztired,and'iffhee car ouereome this temp- 
tation, I will remaine pleaſed; and pur thee to no-mare trou- 
ble. Lotbarioanſweredrhat ſeemg he had begun, he would 
beare his euterprife onto an-<nd, although he made full ac- 


and vanquiſhed, He reteaued'rhe foure theuſandcrownes 
thenexe day,, and at once withthem' foure thouſand per- 
plexities, for he knew not what to inuent, to lie a new ; but 
concluded finally totelltohisfriend how (Camila was as in- 
flexible ar gifts-and promiſes as at words, andtherefore it 
wouldibe in vaine to-trauaile any more in her purſuite, ſce- 
ing he ſhould doenothing elſe but ſpend the time in vaine. 

Bur fortune which guided theſe affaires in'an other man- 
ner, ſo diſpoſed, that eA»ſelmo having left Lotharro and 
Camilazlone as he waswont, entred ſecretly into acham- 
ber, and through the cranies and chipks did lifter and fee

maund : at laſt ſhe reſolued to doe that which was worſt,

From thence he went to ſee his 
friend Lothario,vhom he found at home , and embracing 
one another,he demanded of him the newes of his life or of 
his death, The newes which I can giue thee friend Anſe/mo 
quoth Lothario , are , that thou haſt a wife who may defer.

words that I ſpoke vnto herwere ſpent on the ayre,myprof- 
fers contemned,and my gifts repulſcd,and beſides ſhe hath 
meckt me notably for certaine fainedteares that I did ſhed, 
In reſojution,cuen as { amilais the patterne of all beauty,ſo 
is ſhea treaſury wherein modeſty refides , courteſic and wa- 
rinefie dwell,and ail the other vertues that may beautifie an 
honourable woman, or make her fortunate. Therefore friend 
take backe thy money,for here it isready, and I neuer had 
occaſion to imploy it: for ( amil/as integrity cannot be ſub. 


ducd with ſo baſe things asare gifts and promites, And A»- 
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elmo content thy ſelfe now with the proefes made already, 
without attempting to make any farther triall, And ſeeing 
thou haſt paſt ouer the Sea of difficulties and ſuſpicions with 
a firic foote, which may and are wont to be had of women : 
doe not efc{oones enter into the profound depthes of new 
inconueniences,nor take thou any other Pilot to make cx- 
perience of the goodneſle and firength of the veſlell that 
heauen hath allotted to thee, to paſſe therein through the 
Seas of this world : but make account that thou art harbou- 
redina ſafe hauen,and there hold thy ſelfe fall with the An- 
chors of good conſideration, and fo reſt thee vntill death 
come to demaund his debt, from the payment whereofno 
Nobility or priuiledge whatſocuer can exempt vs. Anſelmo 
reſted fingvlarly ſatisfied at Lotharios diſcourſe, and did be- 
leeue it as firmely as if it were deliuered by an Oracle; but 
didintreat him notwithſlanding to proſecute his attempt , 
althoughit were onely done for curiolitie, and to paſle a- 
way the time ; yet not to vſe ſo <fficacious meanes,as he thi- 
therto praCiſed: and that he only defired bim to write ſame 
verſes in her prajſe,vnder the name of Clori, for hee would 


| make Camila beleeue, how that he was inamoured of a cer- 


taine Lady,to whom he did appropriate that name,that hee 
might celebrate her prayſes with the reſpeA due to her ho- 
Fnour : and thatif he would not take the paynes to invent 


them,thar he himſelfe would willingly compoſe them. That 


is not necafull,quoth Lothario,forthe CMuſesarc not ſo a- 
lienated frow me , but that they viſite mee ſometimes in 
the yearc, Tell you vato Camila what you haue deuiſed of 
my loues : and as for the verſes] will make them my ſelfe,if 
not ſo well as the ſubic& deſerves, yerat the leafl as arrifici- 
ally as I may deuiſe them, The impertiment curious man and 
his treacherous friend hauing thus agreed, and Arſe/po rc- 
turned to his houſe, he demaunded of Camzla that which ſhe 
maruelled he had not asked before, that ſhe ſhould tell vrto 
him the occaſion why ſhe {ent vnto him the Letter ? Camela 
made anſ{were,becauſe it ſeemed yato her, that Lothario be- 
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. 
held her ſomewhat more immodeſily then when he was at | 
home ; but that now ſhe did againe difiwade her fſelfe , and | 
belecued that it was but a light {urmiſe, without any ground, 
becauſe that ſhe perceiued Lothario to loath her preſence,cr 
be by any meanes alone with her. Azſelz:o tolde her that ſhe 
might very well live ſecure for him, for that he knew Lotha- 
ries afte tions were beſtowed elſe-where,and that vpon ore 
of the nobleſt damzels of the Citie, whole prayſes he ſolem. 
nized vnder the name of Clers, and that although he were 
net,yet was there no cauſe to doubt of Lotharios vertue or 
the amitic that was betweene them both, Here it Camila 
had not beene premoniſhed by Lothario that the loue. of 
( tori was but fained,and that be hitafclfe had told it to Ar- 
ſelmoto blinde him,that he might with lefle difficultie celc- 
brate her owne prayſcs vader the name of Clori, thee ad 
without doubc falne into the deſperate toyles of iealoutie; 
but being already aduertiſcd, ſhe poſtcd over that affaulr 
lightly. The day following, they three ttting togetker at 
dinner, Anſelmorcqueited Lotharioto repeate ſome one ot 
the verſes that he had made to his beloued C/ori 3 for ſeeing 
| that {amilaknew her not, he might boldiy ſay what he p!ea- 
| ſed. Although ſhe knew her,quoth Lothario, yet would | 
not therefore ſupprefle any part of her praiſes. For when a- 
ny lover praifeth his Ladie tor her beauty , and doth withal!

that is giuen,and be in it ſelfe worthy of eſtimation; tor it 
| is an old prouerbe , That hee.that gives quickly, gines twice. It 
is alſo ſaid as well quath-Camila,that that which coſteth lutle, 
is leſſe eſteemed, Thai reaſon hactvno place in you quoth Lee- 
nela, for as much as loue according as ſome.ſay, which ſome- 
ſay, doth ſometimesflie,other times it goes, it runs with this 
man, and goes leaſurely with the other 3 it makes ſome key- 
cold, and inflames others, ſome it wounds, and. ſome it kils, 
it begins the.

I did accommodate my {elfe with armes , and other braue- 
ries vſed by ſouldiers,and departed from thence to ſertle my 
ſelfe in Piemonte,and being in my way cowards the Citie of 
eAlexandria de la Pagha,l hemd newes that thegreat Duke 
of Al«a did paſſe towards Flanders. Wherefore changing 
my purpoſe, went with him,and ſerued him in all the expec- 
ditions he made:I was preſent at the beheading of che Earles: 
of Egmont and Hornes,and obtained at laft to be enligneto 
a famous Captaine of Gnade-laſara,called Diego deVrbma. 
Wichia a while after mine arrmall ro Flanders the newes 
were diuulged of the Jeague that Pu quintis the Pope of 
famous memory, had made with the Veretians,and che King 
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of Spaine,againft our common encmy the 7 arke , who had 
| gained 
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your by force the famous Iſland of Cyprezs,much about the 
ame time, which Iflandbelonged to the Nate of Venice, and 
was an vnfortunate & lamentable loſle. It was alſo certainly 
known , that the moſt noble Don Toby of Auitria, our good 
King Don Philips naturall brother did come downe for ge- 
neral of this league , & the geat proviſion that was made for 
the warre was publiſhed euery where, 

All this did incite and flirre on my minde and deſire to be 
preſent at that expedition ſo much expeRed : and therefore 
although Ihad conieRures,and balfe promiſes to be made a 
Captainein the firſt occaſion that ſhould be offered, yet I 
reſolued to leaue all thoſe hopes,and goe into /talie, as in ef- 
fetI did. And my good fortune ſo diſpoſed , as the Lord 
Don [ohn of Anftria arriued iufl at the ſame time at Genona, 
and went towards Naples,to ioyne himſelfe with the YVene- 
tian Nauie,as he did after at CMeſsima.In this moſi fortunate 
journey I was preſent , being by this made a Captaine of 
foote : to which honourable charge, I was mounted rather 
by my good fortune,then by my deſerts. And that very day 
which was ſo fortunate to all Chr:ſtendome : for therein the 
whole world was vndecciued ,: and all che nations thereof | 
freed of all the errour they held, and beliefe they had , that 
the Twrke was invincible ar Sea: in that very day I fay,wher- 
inthe ſwelling Romacke , and Ortomanicall pride was bro- 
ken among ſo many happy men as were therefor the Chrj. 
fians that were ſlaine were much more happy then thoſe 
which theyleft viftorious aliue)I alone was vafortunate,ſ[ee- 
ing that in exchange of ſome Navalcrowne , which I might | 
expe, had I lived in the times of the auncient Romanes , I 
found my ſelfe the night pram ws ſo famous a day with 
my lepges chained, and my hands manacled, which befell in 
| this manner : that VchaliKing of Argiers , a bolde and ven- 

frous Pirate, having inuefted and diftrefſed the Admirall of 
Malta (for onely three Knights remained aliue, and thoſe 
very ſore wounded) [obn Andreas chiefe Gallic came to her 


| luccour, wherein I went with my company:and doing what |

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was requifit in ſuch an occaſion, I leapt into the enemies v<{. 
ſe},the which falling off from that which had affanlced her, 
hindred my ſeulcicrs from following mez by which means ] 
ſaw my ſclfe alone amidſt mine cnemies,againft whe I could 
makeno long refiftauce,they were ſo many. In fine, I was 
taken full of wounds. Now as you may haue heard , YVchali 
ſaued himſelfe and all his ſquadron , whereby I became cap. 
tiue in his power, and one]y remaincd ſorrowful] among fo 
many ioyſull, and captiue among ſo many freed : for that 
day fifteene thouſand (briftians , which came ſlaues and in- 
chained in the Twrkifh Galkes reconered their defiredliber- 
ty. I was carried to Conſtantinople, where the great Turke 
Sel, made my Lord Generall of the Sea , by reaſonthat 
he had ſo well performed his duety in the battell , having 
brought away for a witnefle of his valour the Standard, of 
the order of Malta, I wasthe yeare inſuing of 1572,in Na- 
narine,rowing in the Admirall of the three Lanbornes , and 
ſaw and noted there the oportunity that was loſt , of taking 
all the Twrkjſb Nauie within the haven : for allthe Geniſarier 
and other ſouldiers that were in it , madefull account , that 
they ſhould be ſer ypon, cuen within the very port,and ther- 
fore trufled vp all their baggage,and made ready their ſhoes 
to flic away preſently to the land , being in no wife minded 
to expect the aſſault,our Nauie did firike ſuch terrcur into 
them.ButGod diſpoſed otherwiſe of the matter,not through 
the fault or negligence of the Generall that gouerned our 
men, but for the finnes of Chriſtendowme , and becauſe God 
permits and wils, that we hauc alwaies fome execucionersto 
chaſlice vs, In ſumme,Ychah got into odor, which is an 
Iſland neere to Naarine,and Janding his men there, he for- 
tified the mouth of the hauen, and there remained vnti] Dox 
Tobn departed, Inthis voyage was taken the Gally called 
Preſa,whereof the famous Pirate Barbaroſſas bus ſonne was 
Captaine': it was furpriſed by the head Galley of Naples 


| called the ſhee Wolfe,that was commaunded by the thunder- 


bolt of warre. the fatber of ſouldiers , that fortunate and ne- | 
ver | 
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uer ouerthrowne Don eAluaro de Bacan , the Margneſſe of 
Santhi Cruez. And here I will not forger to recount what 


befell at the wy of the Preſa: this | PAoſts of Barbaroſſas 


was ſo cruell, and vſed his ſlaues ſs ill , that as ſoone as they 
that were rowing percciued the ſhee Wolfe to approach 
them,and that ſhe had overtaken them, they caſt away their 
Oares all at one time,and Jayifg hands on their Captain that 
Rood onthe *Poope, crying: to them to row with more 
ſpeede,and paſſing him from one bancke to another, from 
the Poope to the Prow,they tooke ſo many bits out of him, 
as he had ſcarce paſſed beyond the Maſt, when his ſoule was 
already waſted to hell : ſuch was the cruelty wherevwithall | 
he intreated them, and ſo great the hate they alſo bore to- 
wards him, We returned the next yeareafter to Conſtant;- 
wople,being that of ſcuenty and three , and there we learned 
how Don [obx had gained T wxez,andtaking that Kingdom 
away fromthe T arkgs had by inſtalling Ialgy Hamer ther- 
in, cut away all Manley Hamedas hopes to raigne againe 
there, who was the mol cruell and yaliant Zfoore that cuer 
lived. wd 
The great T wrke was very much grieved for this lofle , 
and therefore vling the ſagacity wherewithall all his race 
were indued, he made peace with the Venetians , which wi- 
ſhed for much more then he did himſelfe : and the yeare af- 
ter of ſeucnty and foure he aſſaulted the fortreſle of Goleta, 
and the other fortreſſe that Don [ohn had raiſed neere vnto 
Tavez, : and in all theſe occaſions I was preſent, tyed to the 
Oare,withour any hope of liberty at leaſt wiſe by canſome, 
being reſolued never to ſignifie by letter my misfortunes to 
my father. The Goleta was loſt in fine,and alſo the Fortreſſe 
before which cwoplaceslay in ſiege ſeuenty five thouſaud 
Tirkes,and more then foure hundred thouſand Aſoores, and 
other Saraſms of allthe otner parts of eAfrice , being fur- 
niſhed with ſuch abundance of munition and warlike en- 
gines,and ſo many Pioners as were able to cover Goleta and 
the Fortreſle, if euery one did caſt bur his handfull of carth 
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vpon them. Thus was Goleta accounted, vntill then im- 
pregnable, firft loſt, the which did not happen through de- 
| fault of valour in the defendants, who in defence thereof 
| did all they could, or ought to have done; but becauſe ex- 
| perience ſhewed the facilitie wherewithall trenches might 


—_ ——— 


be raiſed in that deſert ſand; for though water had beene 
found in it withia two fpannes depth, the Trkes could not 
finde it in the depth of two yeards ; and therefore filling 
many ſacks full of ſand , they raiſed their trenches fo high, | 
as they did ſurmount the walles of the Sconce , anddid fo 
gall the defendants from them with their ſhot, as no one 
could ſand to make any defence:it was a comon reporr,that 
our men would not immure themſelues within Go/era , but 
expect the enemy in the champaine, at their diſembarquing: 
but thoſe that gaue this out ſpake widely, as men very little 
acquainted with the like affaires : for if in Goleta and the 
Fertreſſe, there were ſcarce ſeuen thouſand Souldiers, how 
could ſo few a number were they cuer ſo reſolute , make a 
fallie, and remaine in the Forts, againſt ſo great anumber 
ofenemies ? or how is it poſſible, that the forces whichare 
not ſeconded and ſupplyed , ſhould not be overcome, ſpe- 
cially being beſieged by many, and obflinate enemies, and 
thoſ. intheir owne Countrey. But,many others. eſteemed, 
and ſo did I likewiſe among thereſt, that almighty God did 
a particular grace and fauour vato Spaine, in that manner 
permitting to bee deftroyed the ftop and cloake of all wic- 
kednefle ; and the ſponge and Moath of innumerable 
furmes of money ſpent there voprofitably, without ſeruing 
toany other end, then to preſerue the memory of being 


gayned by the Emperour Charles the fift, as if it had been re- com

Arziers (ornc other meancs to compalle thac_ which 1 fo | 
greedily defired; forthe hope ofattayning liberty ſometime | 
had never abahdoned me, and when in the contriuing, 'I | 
thought, or put my deſignes in praQtiſe, and that the ſucceffe | 
. | did not anſwere mine expeQation, preſently withourforſa- | 
| king me , it forged and ſought our for another hope, that 
might ſuflaine me, akhough it were debile, and weake. 

With this did Ipafſe away my life, {hur vp ina priſon or 
houſe, which the T wrks call Bathes, wherein they do incloſe | 
the Capriue Chriftans as well thofe that belong to the king | 
2s other particular mens, and thoſe which they call of the 
| Almazen, which is as much to fay, asſlaucs of the Counſelli | 
who are deputed to ferue the Citie in the publike works and 
ether affaircs thereof, andrheſe 'of all other Captiues doe

There were ouer the-{quare court of aur priſon certaine 
windawes that: looked into it , and: belonged roa certaine 
richand ptincipall Aſoore z the which windowes (as ording- 
rily.are allthe Afeeres windowes) rather ſeemed.to be holes 
then wiadowes :and euen theſe were alſo.very-cloſely co- 
ucredgnd fhurbhi with linnencouerings. Tt therefore 'be- 
fell: that Ranging -one day vponthe battlements of our pri- 
ſon. with other. three companions, tryiag which-of vs<could 
leape betinchis ſhakles to paſſe away the time, and being a- 
lone for allche other Chriſtians were gone abroad-to la- | 
bour ).I lifted. yp þy-chaace minceyes, and I faw thruſt out | 
atone of thoſe fo. clefe-ſhur windowes a cane,and-a linnen 
ticdattheend thereof, and the cane was. moued and wag- 
gedyp-and. downe, as if ithad made fGignes, thatwe ſhould 
come.aad take itt welooked. vponit, andone of my com- | 
panjans went vader the cane, to ſee whether they would let 
it fall, &r whatthey. would doe elſe; butas ſfoone as he ap- 
praacbed itzthe Cane wax lifted vp,and did Rirreit to eyther 
fide, as if they had ſaid ( with wagging of the head ) nothe | 
Chriſtian gexurned to.xs ;:and the: Cane being cltſoones ler 
fall, and beginning ta moue as it had-done before, an other | 
of my fellawes went, aud theſame ſucceeded vnto him, that | 
did zo:thefigf, -Finally , the: ehird approached: it, with. no 
| berter- ſagesſſe then:the- former two, whichiI.perceiuing, 
would yot emit to tric my fortitude, and-as foone as 'Icame 
neeeeao ſlang: vader che Canc, jitwas lee flip and tel within 
the Batbes juſt ar4ny feaxe- 2:1 forthwith went to vaticethe . 
lnnen which wes knoaecd, wheroin I found renne-Ziaviys, 
which are cextaine perces of bale gold, vied among the | 
Moores, and worth-each ofthem cenne rials of our money. 
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Leaue to your difcretion tothinke if I was not glad of m 
bootie , certes my ioy and admiration was much,to thinke 
whence that gaod might come vnto vs, bur ſpecially to 
ſelfe, fince the ſignes of refuſall, to let it fall to the other di 1 
coofirme cleerly that the fauour was only addrefitomy lelfe. 
I reoke my welcome money, broke the Cane, and returned 
to the battlements, and viewed the wiadow earneſily, and 
perceiued a very beautifull hand iflue our thereat, which did 
open and ſhut ic againe very ſpeedily. By which imagining 
and thinking rs, wa woman that dwelled in that houſe, 


had dene vs the charitic and benefit, in token of our thank- 
full minds, we made our courrteſies after the Aſfoorgbſaſhion 
by inclining of our heads, bending of the bodie,and preſſing 
our hands to our breaſts, within a while after, there appea- | 

red out of the ſame window a little crofſe made of Canes, 
which preſently was taken in againe,this y did confirme 


vsin the opinion that there was ſome Chriſtiaw woman cap- 
tive in that place, and that itwas ſhee which did to vs the 
courteſie:but the whiteneſſe ofher hand, and her rich brace- 
lets deſtroyed this preſumption : alchough we did notwith- 
Randivg conieQture that it was ſome renegate Chriſtian, 
whom their maſters there do ' very ordinarily rake to wiues 
yea and account verie good hap to light on one of them, for 
they are much more accounted of, then the women of the 
nation it ſelfe. - _ X 

Yerin'all theſe diſcourſes we firayed very farre from the 
truth, of the accident ; and ſo from thence forward all our 
paſſing of the time was imployed in beholding that window 
as our North, wherein had appeared the flarre ef the Cane: 
bur fifteene:daies paſt ouer; or we could deſcrie' either it, or 
the hand againe, or ary other ſigne, And although in the 
meane time we endeuour all that we might ro know who 
. dwell in that houſe, or whether: there were-any renegate 
(reſtian therein, yet never a one could tell ys any other 
things but that it belonged to avery rich and noble Aſoore 
CR Agnimorato who had beene Conſtable of the Pats, 
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dignitie among them of very great qualitie, Bur when we 
thought leaſt that ir would raine any more Zjaniys by that 
way we ſaw the Cane ſuddenly to appeare, and an other lin« 
nen hanging on it, whoſe bulke was much greater : and 
this befell when the bath was freed of concourſe, and yoid, 
as the other time before. We made the accuſtomed triall, 
euery one approaching it before mee,but without effe,vn- 
till I came, for preſeatly as I approached it, it was permitred 
to fall, I'vntied the knot and found inwreathed in it fortic 
duckets of Spaniſhgold,with a letter written in the Arabian 
tongue,and at the end therof was drawnea very great crofle, 
I kiſſed the crofſe, rooke vp the money, and returned againe 
to the battlements, and wealtopether made ourreceiuers, 
the hand alſo appeared,lI made fignes that I would reade the 
paper, and the window was fhut incontinently, All of vs 
were marvellonſly aſtoniſhed, yet joyfull at that which had 
befalne vs, and by reaſon that none of vs vnderſtood the .4- 
rabian tongue,the deſire that we had to ynderfland the con- 
tents of the letter was ſurpaſſibg great, but greater the dif- 
ficultie co finde out.ſome trufiie perſon that might reade it, 
In the end; I reſolued to. truſt in this affaire a renegate of 
Murcia,who did profeſſehimſelfto be my verygreat friend, 
& hauing bywmy liberality & other good turnes done ſecretly 
obliged him to be ſecret in the affaire wherein I would vie 
him : for ſome renegates are accuſtomed when they haue an 
intention to turne into the Chriſtian countries to bring with 
them the teſtimonies of themolt principall captiues, wherein 


| they givforme , and in the ampleſt manner they may , how 


the bearer is an honeſt man, and that he hath cuer done ma- 
ny good turnesto the Chriſtians, and that he hath himlſelfe 
a defire toeſcape by the firft commoditie, Some renegates 
there are, which procure thoſe teſtimonies ſincerely, and 
with a goediimention, others take the benefit of them ey- 
ther by chance or induſtrie ; who intending to goe and rob 
into the countries of Chriſtzans, if by chance they be aſtray 
or taken, bring forth their reflimonies and ſay, that by thoſe 
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papers may be colleed the purpoſe wherwith all they came 
that is,to remaine in { hriftian countries, and thar therefore, 
chey came abroad a pyrating with the other Twrks: and by 
| this meanes they eſcape that firſt brunt, and are reconciled 
againeto the Church, without receiving any harme at all: 
and when they eſpie their time doe returne agaiae into Bar- 
barie,to be ſuch as they were before.Others there are, which 
procure thoſ= writings with a pure intention, and doe after 
ſtay in Chriſtian countries, Well this my friend was a rene- 
oxte of his laſt kinde : who had the teſtimonies of all my 
companions, wherein we did commend him,as-awply as we 
could deuiſe : and certainly if the Aſoores had found thoſe 
papers about him, they would haue burnt him for ic. I vn- 
derſtand how he could ſpeake the Arabian tongue very per- 
| fectly, and not onely that alone, butalſo write it withall: 
yet before I would wholy breake my minde to him, I reque- 
fied him to reade mee that ſcroule, which I had found by 
chance in a hole of my cabin, he opened it,2nd ſtood a good 
while beholding and conftruing thereof, murmuring ſome- 
what betweene his teeth. 1 demaunded therefore of him 
whether he vnderſtood it? and he anſwered that he did, ve- 
ry well: and that if I deſired co have it tranſlated verbarims,] 
ſhould bring vato himPen and Ink,co the end he might do 
it more completely : we preſently gaue vnto himthat which 
he asked, and he did tranſlate it by little and little; and ha- 
uing finiſhc it, he ſaid all that is heere in Spaniſh, is punQu- 
ally without omitting a letter, the contentes of the Moo- 
riſh paper , and heere you muſtnote, that where it ſayes 
Lelz CMarien , it meanes owr Ladze the bleſſed Virgine 
Mari. We read the paper , whereof the contents were 
theſe which enſue., 


VV Hen I was a child, my father had a certaine (hri- 
Han woman captine , that taught mee in mine owne 
tongue all the Chriftian Religion, and tolde mee many 
things of Lela Matiev, The (hriftian died, and I krow ſhee 
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Went not to the fire, but to Ala, for ſhee appeared to mee twice 
[after her death , and bade mee goe to the (hriſt ian conn- 
trey , ts ſee Lela Marien , who /oned mee much : I kyowe 
not how [ may goe : I hane ſeene many Chriftians through 
this window, and none of th:us bath ſcemed to mee a Gentle. 
man but thy ſelfe : I am very beamtifull and young , and 1 
bane a great dcale of riches to carry away with mee. See 
thox whether thou canſt contrine the way how wee may depart, 
and thou ſhalt there be my husband, if thou pleaſeſt ; and if t hou 
wilt not, I doe not greatly care , for Lela Marien will proxide 
mee of a hnshana. [I wrote my ſelfe this billet , be # gee 
wary , whom thou. truſteſt to readeit : doe not iruft any 
Moore, for they are all of them deceiptfull traytomrs. It 
is thus that grienes mee moſt of all, for I wonld not haue 
thee, if it were poſvible , to diſcloſe the matter to any li- 
wing bodie ;, for if my father did know it , hee would throw 
wee downe into awell , and oppreſſe mee in it with ſtones, 
I will hang athreede to the cud of the Cane, and therein 
thou mayeſt tie thine anſwere. And if thou canſt not write 
the Arabian, tell mee tby minde by ſignes, for Lela Matien. 
will make mee to vnderſiandit. Who with Ala preſerne thee, 
and this croſſe which I doe many times hyſſe, for ſo the Captine 
commanndea mee to doe. 


See,good Sir,ifit was not great reaſon, that the reaſons 
comprehended in this Letter ſhould recreate and aftoniſh 
vs. And certainly the one and the other was ſo great, as the 
runnagate percciued well that the paper was not found by-| 
chance,bur was really addrefled yato ſome one of vs : and | 
therefore deſired ys earneſtly, that if that were true which he 
ſuſpeRed,that we wouldtrult and tell it ynto him ,* and hee 
would aducnture his life toprocure our liberties: and ſaying 
this,he tooke out of his bas aw a Crucifixe of mettle , and 
proteſied with very mavy teares by the God which that T- 
mage repreſented,in whom he, although a ſinner and wic- 

ked man,did moſt firmely belccue, that he would be moſt 
| loyall 
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loyall and ſecretto vs in all that which we would diſcouer 
vnto him; for it ſeemed to him , and he almoſl deuined that 
both himſelfe and we all ſhould recouerour liberties by her 
meanes that did write the Letter : and he ſhould then alſo |

ſee himſelfe in the fate which he moſt defired, to wit,in the | 
boſome of his mother the holy Catholicke Church ; from 
which through his ignorance and ſinne, he wasdeparted and 
devided as an vnprofitable and corrupt member. The Rene- 
eate ſaid this with ſo many teares , and ſuch euident tokens 
of repentance,as all of vs conſented to open our mindes yn- 


counted vnto him the whole diſcourſe, without concealing 
any circumſlance; and ſhewed vnto him the window by 
which the Cane was wont to appeare, - and he marked the 
houſe from thence,and reſted with ſpecialcharge to informe 
himſelfe well of theſe that dwelled therein. We thought alſo 
that it was requiſite to anſwere the oorih LiF eccer : 
and therefore having him preſent that could ſo well per- 
forme that taske,we cauſed the renegate to draw out an an- 


ſwer preſently as I did dilate it to him, which waspunQually 
ſich as I will recount : for of all the moſt ſubianrial points 
that befell me in that affaire, no one is falne out of my me- 
morie,nor ſhall euer as long as I haue brearh, 1n cffe& that 
which I anſwered tothe Aſoore,was this,

that he would conſent in no-wiſe that anyone of vs ſhould

keepe thoſe promiſes which they paſſed inthe times of their 
thraldome- for many.times.certaine-principall captes had |

Renegates hands, And ſo we anſwered at the ſame inſtant 
to Zorayda, telling her that we would accompliſh all that 
ſhe had admonifhed vs, becauſe ſhe had aduertiſed vs as wel 
asif Lela {arien had told her what ſhe ſhould fay,and that 
the dilating or ſhortning of the affair did conkiſt only in her 
ſelfe. 1 did offer myſelfe anew ro beeome herhusband : and 
with this the day enſuing , wherein the Bath was alſo free,

Citie gates were ſhut, and never a bodie abroad among all 
thoſe elds: and when wee were altogether, wee were in 
doubr whether it would be beſt, firſtto goeand fetch Zoras- 
da,or to imprifon & one the T agarime Aſoores, that rowed 
in the frigat. And being in this doubt, the renegate came to 
vs, asking ypon what we flayed, for it was now high time 
to be going away and all his Aſoorcs were wretchlefie, and 
the greater number of them aſleepe : We told him then the 
_ of our lay, and he anſwered that it was of moſt im- 
portance, firſt to ſubicR the veſſell which might be done 
with very great facilitic, and witbour any perill, andthat we 
might goe after for Zoraide. His opinion: liked vs all verie 
well, and therefore without lingring any longer, he leading 
the way we came tothe veſlell, and he himſelfe leaping in 
firſt of all ſer hand to hisfaulchion and ſaid, in CAforiſzo ler

1 an- 
ſwered that we were, and willed her to come downe, As 
ſoone as ſhe knew mee, ſhe flayed not a minute, . but with- 
out anſwering any word, came downe in an inflant; and 
opening the doore, ſhewed her ſclfe to vs all more beauti- 
full, and richly attircd,then I am able in any ſort to expreſlc. 
As ſoone as 1 ſaw her, Itooke ker by the hand, and kiſſed it, 
the ſame did the reneggte, and my two Camaradac z and all 
the reſt which knew nor the matter, did as they had ſcene vs 
doe beforethem; for it ſeemed that wee did no more but 
ojve her thankes, and acknowledge her the auftreſle of all 
our liberties. The renegat demaunded of her in her. owne |. 
language,whether her father were in the garden or no? ſhe 
anſwered that he was,& that he ſlept;rthen wil ic be requiſite 
quoth the renegat, to rouſc him,& beare him,& al the other 
things of worth in this garden away with vs: that ſhal not be 
ſo, ( quooth ſhe, for I will haue no man to couch wy father,
